for schools 
to stay open 


O Report identifies 12 schools for possible closure, 
to be discussed next week © More than 120 people 
pack school board chambers to express concern 



One year ago, Heather Smith stood before 
the Halifax Regional School Board asking 
to keep Upper Musquodoboit Consolidat¬ 
ed Elementaiy school open. 

On Thursday, Smith pleaded the same 
case to the board at a public submissions 
meeting. 

“When I heard that UMCS was being 
considered for a review and possible 
closure again, the feelings that went 
through me were like a roller-coaster,” 
said Smith, whose children are in grades 4 
and 6. 

“Each and eveiy one of you heard last 
year why our school shouldn’t be put 
through the review process and you will 
hear it again this evening.” 

Parents, students and volunteers gath¬ 
ered in the board chambers Thursday to 
support their school. 

The possible closures come after a 
provincewide school board budget reduc¬ 
tion of two per cent in Februaiy and to 
make up for a $1-million budget cut. 

Multiple speakers for Musquodoboit 


Upcoming meetings 


► The next public submissions meeting will 
be held March 29 and the board meeting 
will be held March 30. 

Consolidated cited a possible 18-kilometre 
commute for their children. 

All speakers noted a loss of smaller 
class sizes, time with teachers and sense 
of community. 

Terry Hay read a letter on behalf of her 
son Dylan, a Grade 4 French immersion 
student at St. Joseph’s-Alexander McKay 
Elementary: 

“Some students are working on posters 
featuring children that are happy and 
playing games when the school is open 
and sad and depressed when it is closed.” 

If the closures went ahead, students in 
most of the schools would be funnelled in¬ 
to existing schools, the report states. In 
other cases, new and larger schools would 
be built. 

On Tuesday, Halifax regional council 
cut $1.8 million in supplementary funding 
to the school board over the next four 
years.

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Too early 
to tell if 
spate of 
shootings 
related, 
say police 


There were four 
shootings in Halifax 
overnight Wednesday, 
but no serious injuries. 

A young woman was 
shot in the leg by a pellet 
gun while walking in the 
Gottingen Street area at 
around 7:45 p.m. About 
an hour later, someone 
shot out the window of 
an unmarked police car 
parked outside the police 
community office on Uni- 
aclce Street. Two young 
men were questioned and 
later released. Police be¬ 
lieve the two incidents 
are connected to two 
pellet gun incidents on 
Sunday night when two 
people were shot at. 

Then early Thursday 
morning police respond¬ 
ed to two shots-fired calls 
in Dartmouth. 

The first one was at 
Trinity Drive at 1:40 a.m. 

“A number of shots 
were fired at a residence 
at that location. Nobody 
was hit by any bullets but 
one individual was struck 
by debris and received 
minor injuries,” said Con¬ 
st. Brian Palmeter with 
the Halifax Regional 
Police. 

Shots were fired in the 
area of Kincardine Drive 
at 3:34 a.m. and a 32-cali- 
bre pistol was found near 
a home on Rannoch Road 
by a police K-9 unit. 

Palmeter said it’s too 
early in the investigation 
to know if these two inci¬ 
dents are connected. 

“These incidents gener¬ 
ally involve the drug and 
criminal sub-culture,” he 
said. “Generally speaking 
these incidents are not 
random.” o Jennifer taplin

The developer behind a 
$7 5-million hotel and con¬ 
do project is making a last- 
ditch effort to keep a prime 
piece of harbourffont real 
estate. 

The Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corporation an¬ 
nounced Thursday morn¬ 
ing it has taken back the 
one-acre Salter Block lot 
from developer Ralph Med- 
juclc’s Centennial Group. 

According to WDCL, 
Medjuck recently informed 


the crown corporation he 
couldn’t meet the agreed 
upon deadline for the 
mixed-use project. 

“It’s a disappointing 
step, but a necessary step,” 
Economic Development 
Minister Percy Paris said 
yesterday. 

“We’re anxious to see 
this property developed 
and we want to hold onto it 
and hopefully someone will 
develop it.” 

But a late afternoon 
statement from Medjuck 
claims he did not tell WDCL 
he couldn’t meet the dead¬ 
lines. 


“CGL has invested a 
great deal of time and 
funds in the project which 
is financially viable and 
ready to proceed,” read the 
release. 

“CGL is reviewing its op¬ 
tions at this time.” 

A meeting between WD¬ 
CL and the Centennial 
Group has been scheduled 
for Friday at 9:30 a.m. 

“We share the desire of 
the public to have the site 
developed,” wrote Medjuck. 

“(We) have been commit¬ 
ted to this project and have 
been proceeding with it in 
a commercially prudent

ACOA denies claims politics played a role in hiring 


Representatives from the 
Atlantic Canada Opportu¬ 
nities Agency denied 
claims that Conservatives 
close to Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay were of¬ 
fered plush positions with 
the economic develop¬ 
ment outfit. 

The federal Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission launched 
an investigation after Lib¬ 
eral MP Rodger Cuzner ac¬ 
cused the government of 
appointing partisans close 


to MacKay to staff posi¬ 
tions with ACOA in Prince 
Edward Island. 

“We at ACOA are fully 
co-operating with that in¬ 
vestigation, and will await 
the findings of (that) in¬ 
vestigation,” said Richard 
Gaulthier, spokesman for 
ACOA. 

“With respect to 
staffing processes at 
ACOA, in that we are a 
federal government de¬ 
partment, like all federal 


staffing processes, they 
are strictly governed by 
the terms and conditions 
that are outlined in the 
Public Service Employ¬ 
ment Act.” 

In terms of the specific 
complaints on PEI, 
Gaulthier said standard 
practice was followed. 

“That’s exactly what 
happened. It was an exter¬ 
nal competition, it was 
open to all Canadians,” he 
said. 


“The process goes for¬ 
ward by looking at all the 
applications that have 
been put in by the dead¬ 
line date. They’re evaluat¬ 
ed against the criteria of 
the job.” 

Gaulthier did admit 
that the optics of some 
staff members’ connec¬ 
tions might seem suspi¬ 
cious. 

“Basically, when it 
comes to employing peo¬ 
ple to the public service of 


Canada, there’s no diver¬ 
gence from the Public 
Service Employment Act,” 
he said. “If there is, then 
people can make repre¬ 
sentations to the Public 
Service Commission so 
it’s exactly what’s hap¬ 
pening here.”

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HRM gearing 
up for powwow 


N.S. coyote bounty to 
end, department says 


Nova Scotia’s $20 per pelt 
bounty on coyotes will end 
with this year’s trapping 
season on March 31, the 
Natural Resources Depart¬ 
ment announced Thursday. 

But the data has to be 
analyzed before officials 
can say whether the incen¬ 
tive was successful in re¬ 
ducing coyote numbers. 

Mike Boudreau, a 
wildlife biologist hired to 
monitor human-wildlife 
conflict, said figures could 
be available by mid-April. 

“The numbers aren’t in. 
It’s too early. But anecdo¬ 
tally, in the first part of Jan¬ 
uary, we saw a 50 per cent 
increase (in pelts shipped 
to market) in the same 
time period as last year,” 
said Boudreau. “Initially it 
seems like there’s a little 
increase.” 

A fatal attack on a young 
woman in Cape Breton in 
October 2009 and an in¬ 



crease in coyote sightings 
in urban areas has led to 
safety concerns. 

Based on earlier studies, 
Boudreau said biologists es¬ 
timate there are anywhere 
from 8,000 to 12,000 coy¬ 
otes in the province. 

“That’s based on home- 
range size information 
that we acquired back in 
the early ’90s when we did 
work on coyotes.”

Safety information 
released Thursday under 
the acronym BAM encour¬ 
ages anyone who encoun¬ 
ters a coyote to “Back 
away! Act big! Make 
noise!" 

“We're really coming in¬ 
to that time of year 
when a lot of people 
will be getting out into 
the woods and fields 
with better weather," 
said Natural Resources 
Minister Charlie Parker.

O Take your seats, Canada, for the B-movie election 
O Liberals, NDP, Bloc set to change the course of history 


If it were a B movie, it 
might be billed as the 
Three-Headed Monster 
versus the Tyrant. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s minority Conser¬ 
vative government was 
poised for defeat Thursday 
at the hands of the three 
opposition parties in the 
House of Commons. 

The vote Friday would 
raise the curtain on at 
least five weeks of politi¬ 
cal theatre and a federal 
election in early May. 

The rhetorical trailers 
were already being aired 
Thursday. 

The Tories reprised the 
evil coalition theme they 
exploited so successfully 
following the 2008 



election, when Harper 
prorogued Parliament 
rather than allow his 
freshly minted minority to 
be defeated by a Liberal- 
NDP coalition backed by 
the Bloc Quebecois. 

Liberals, New 
Democrats and Bloquistes 


painted Harper as an 
undemocratic tyrant — 
and a hypocrite, to boot — 
and were to highlight 
their point Friday with a 
non-confidence motion 
based on unprecedented 
contempt-of-Parliament 
charges. 

In their memories will 
be International Co-opera¬ 
tion Minister Bev Oda and 
allegations she misled the 
Commons with an altered 
memorandum. 

Harper was expected to 
formally dissolve Canada’s 
40th Parliament with a 
trip to the Governor Gen¬ 
eral Saturday morning, 
making Election Day 
either May 2 or May 9. 
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Bidding adieu before the big vote 

Two cabinet ministers and other MPs who aren’t running again delivered their 
farewells to the House of Commons. Transport Minister Chuck Strahl had a catch 
in his voice as he thanked those who encouraged him through a bout with can¬ 
cer. Treasury Board president Stockwell Day praised MPs on all sides of the 
House for their contributions to the country. Liberal Albina Guarnieri marked the 
end of 22 years as an MP. Bill Siksay, a one-term New Democrat, said he was 
honoured to have represented the gay community.

The youth groups who be¬ 
gan a month-long uprising

The widening demands 
appear to reflect the per¬ 
ception that President Ali

ing members of the presi¬ 
dent’s inner circle. 

Several senior military 


commanders, lawmakers, 
cabinet ministers, diplo¬ 
mats and provincial gover¬ 
nors have also defected to 
the opposition over the last 
week.

Spaghetti 
brawl on 
N.Y.C. train 
sparks 
food debate 


Food fight 

► On Internet sites, 
hundreds of viewers of the 
spaghetti skirmish debat¬ 
ed the smell and the 
spilling of subterranean 
snackers. 

► Some New York 
commuters called for a 
subway system ban on 
food, like the ones 
enforced in Washington, 
San Francisco and other 
cities. The Port Authority 
Trans-Hudson trains, which 
run between New York and 
New Jersey, already 
prohibit eating. 


New York City’s subway rid¬ 
ers can handle panhan¬ 
dlers, rats and tuneless 
street musicians. But eating 
spaghetti in a crowded sub¬ 
way car? Well, that’s just 
going too far. 

An Internet video that 
shows New Yorkers brawl¬

Two planes join 
Libyan mission 

O Canadian aircraft will patrol Mediterranean off the 
coast of Libya © Mission ‘evolving,’ says Peter MacKay 



The Canadian Forces have 
sent two Aurora reconnais¬ 
sance aircrafts to join the 
seven fighter jets and a 
frigate already deployed to 
enforce a UN-mandated no- 
fly zone and an arms em¬ 
bargo against the regime of 
dictator Moammar Gadhafi. 

The Auroras, out of Co- 
mox, B.C., and Greenwood, 
N.S., cany enough fuel to 
patrol offshore for 17 hours 
at a time and are equipped 
with long-range sensors. 
They will be based in Italy. 

They join HMCS Charlot¬ 
tetown and other coalition 
vessels in preventing ship¬ 
ments of arms and merce¬ 
naries into Libya. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says NATO has 
agreed to take over com¬ 
mand of blockade opera¬ 
tions, but there is still no 
agreement about the al¬ 
liance assuming charge of 
the U.S.-co-ordinated no-fly 


zone. 

Much like the 
Afghanistan mission, there 
are deep divisions within 
NATO about assuming re¬ 
sponsibility in Libya and 
some members have im¬ 
posed restrictions on what 
their forces can do. 

The changing role of 
coalition air forces was un¬ 
derscored Wednesday by 
the assistant chief of air 


staff, who said two Canadi¬ 
an CF-18s were tasked with 
air-to-ground attack mis¬ 
sions over the last 24 hours. 

Neither sortie dropped 
any bombs, but Maj.-Gen 
Tom Lawson said the over¬ 
all mission is progressing 
from attacking air threats 
posed by Libyan jets and 
helicopters to targets on the 
ground, such as tanks.

Israeli aircraft struck the 
Gaza Strip Thursday in re¬ 
sponse to militant rocket 
and mortar attacks, stok¬ 
ing concerns that a grave 
new round of hostilities 
will fill the vacuum left by 
an impasse in Israeli-Pales- 
tinian peacemaking.

It 
was veiy scary, and we all 
ran out to the streets,” 
said a 25-year old woman 
who runs a mini-mart in 
Tachileilc, a Myanmar 
town near the border. 

Buildings swayed hun¬ 
dreds of kilometres away, 
including in Bangkok, 
Hanoi, Vietnam, and Man¬ 
dalay, Myanmar. 

“We are afraid to go 
back into the house,” said 
a 34-year-old woman from 
Mandalay.

Don’t write off 
cheques just yet 

O Cheque payments in Canada expected to decline to 
$113 billion by 2014, down from $144 billion in 2009 
O But a paper trail still has its uses, experts say 



Cheques may seem old- 
fashioned in a world gone 
digital. They’re costlier, 
take longer to process and 
are a good deal more both¬ 
ersome than swiping a 
piece of plastic or tapping a 
computer keyboard. Never¬ 
theless, the paper payment 
system still has certain ben¬ 
efits, financial experts say. 

“I think the cheque’s fu¬ 
ture is downward, but it’s 
going to be with us for a 
while,” says Christie Chris- 
telis, president of Technolo¬ 
gy Strategies International 
in Oakville, Ont. Over the 
past 15 years, the debit 
card has displaced the 
cheque almost completely 
in the retail sector, he says. 

But while it’s cheaper to 
pay bills using online bank¬ 
ing, schools, summer 
camps and most small busi¬ 


nesses still rely on cheques. 

“It’s a usefiil tool,” says 
Igor Romanov, owner of 
ARS International, an appli¬ 
ance-repair business in 
Montreal. “It’s less expen¬ 
sive for the customer and 
less problems for me,” he 
says, adding he has had 
very few bad cheques. Oth¬ 
erwise, Romanov says he 
would have to pass on to 
customers the price of a 
wireless payment device. 

NEBS Canada, which 
supplies cheques to small 
businesses, says the use of 


cheques has remained rela¬ 
tively stable in recent years. 

“Mostly, it’s for the paper 
trail,” says Wes Carrington, 
associate product market¬ 
ing manager at NEBS in 
Midland, Ont. He says NEBS 
continues to improve secu¬ 
rity features to prevent 
cheque fraud. 

“And when you’re doing 
your accounts payable or 
payroll, it’s always nice to 
have that receipt to show 
that you’ve made the pay¬ 
ment,” he says.

The discoveiy of ancient 
stone tools at an archaeo¬ 
logical dig in Texas could 
push back the presence of 
humans in North Ameri¬ 
ca, perhaps by as much as 
2,500 years. 

Thousands of artifacts 
dating to between 13,200 
and 15,500 years ago were 
uncovered by researchers 
led by Michael R. Waters 
of Texas A&M University. 
They report the discoveiy 
in Friday’s edition of the 
journal Science. 

The find was located 
five feet below materials 
left by the well-known 
Clovis culture, which was 
once thought to have 
been the first American 
settlers around 13,000 
years ago. 


It was “like finding the 
Holy Grail,” Waters said. 
To find what appears to 
be a large open-air camp¬ 
site “is really gratifying. 
Lucky and gratifying.” 

The trove of 15,528 ar¬ 
tifacts, including 
chipping debris from 
working stones and 56 
tools such as blades, 
scrapers and choppers, 
was found in the 


Buttermilk Creek 
complex near Austin. 

The location is the old¬ 
est credible archaeologi¬ 
cal site in North America, 
Waters said at a briefing. 
The artifacts were found 
in a 20-centimetre layer 
beneath 1.5 metres of 
earth and other material 
from later human occupa¬ 
tion at the site.

Source Code is an odd film 
that falls somewhere be¬ 
tween a sci-fi action movie 
and Groundhog Day. Jake 
Gyllenhaal stars as a soldier 
assigned to experimental 
technology that allows him 
to repeatedly relive the last 
eight minutes leading up to 
a terrorist attack on a com¬ 
muter train until he uncov¬ 
ers the man responsible. 

Over the course of the 
mission he also falls for a 
mysterious young woman 
played by Michelle Mon¬ 
aghan, eight minutes at a 
time. Metro got a chance 
to speak with Monaghan, 
and the actress admitted 
that she initially struggled 
with high concept screen¬ 
play. 


“It was a little tough to 
wrap your head around at 
first, but very quickly I was 
sucked into it,” Monaghan 
said. “The script constantly 
gains momentum and as I 
kept reading I was so 
drawn in that any confu¬ 
sion disappeared.” 

The complicated screen¬ 
play provided a unique act¬ 
ing challenge for 
Monaghan, who had to es¬ 
sentially replay the same 
scene with incremental 
changes leading up to an 
inevitably explosive cli¬ 
max. 

“I was really excited and 
intrigued by the idea of 
playing the same scene 
over and over again, while 
adding little nuances and 
new pieces of information 
to change it tonally,” ex¬ 
plained the actress. “We 
had a whole map of the 


different realities to help 
us keep things straight on 
the set. We all came up 
with funny names for each 
reality. 

“The first was called ‘Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock Source 
Code’ because Jake’s clue¬ 
less and I’m mysterious. It 
was silly, but also the only 
way we could distinguish 
between the scenes.” 

Despite all of the logisti¬ 
cal challenges inherent in 
such a complex concept, 
the actress joked that the 
biggest challenge she 
faced shooting was some¬ 
thing else entirely. 

“The only thing that got 
to us after a while was that 
the train set was constant¬ 
ly shaking, so when we got 
off all the actors would 
stumble across the sound 
stage. I’m sure the crew 
loved it.”

With events taking over 
Toronto throughout this 
week, the Junos have be¬ 
come an inescapable force. 
That saturation should only 
increase as Sunday’s awards 
ceremony grows near. 

CTV, the network that 
has broadcast the awards 
for the last 10 years, has 
packed Juno week with an 
additional 90 hours of Juno 
coverage over the broad¬ 
caster’s slew of specialty 
channels.

Leading the Juno charge 
of course is Drake, return¬ 
ing home to host the big 
show as well as competing 
for album and artist of the 
year honours. 

“Who would have pre¬ 
dicted a few years ago that 
the hottest rap artist in the 
world would be from 
Toronto,” says Brunton. 

“We can compete with 
anyone in the world when 
it comes to music.”

Arcade Fire stunned the 
music world by winning al¬ 
bum of the year at the 
Grammys last month, so 
the Montreal rockers will 
not be cast as the plucky 
underdogs heading into 
this weekend’s Junos. 

After the band’s shock¬ 
ing win in the Grammys’ 
top categoiy for their third 
album, The Suburbs, they 
now look more like this 
year’s Juno giants. 

Most observers think the 
band is a shoo-in to claim 
album of the year at the 
Junos this Sunday. Heck, 
even the competition is giv¬ 
ing Arcade Fire the win. 

“If the Junos don’t award 
Arcade Fire with album of 
the year - especially after 
the Grammys giving it to 
them, (and) it is a great al¬ 
bum - I’d find that hard to 
believe,” said Scotland- 
born, Toronto-bred countiy 
star Johnny Reid, who’s up 
for four awards including - 
yes - album of the year. 

But even if the evening’s 
biggest prize winds up be¬ 
ing the foregone conclusion 
that some analysts expect, 
the Junos’ 40th anniversaiy 
bash will feature several 


other interesting storylines 
throughout its extended 
two-and-a-half-hour broad¬ 
cast this Sunday (CTV, 8 
p.m. ET). 

Many of the evening’s 
biggest categories feature 
established Juno favourites 
competing with relative 
newbies. 

Group of the year, for in¬ 
stance, will pit critical dar¬ 
lings Arcade Fire and 
Broken Social Scene against 
veteran St. John’s, N.L., trio 
Great Big Sea (who have 
racked up 11 career nomi¬ 
nations but, oddly, have 
never won), hard-roclc com¬ 
bo Three Days Grace and 
the slick, radio-ready rap- 
pop newcomers Down 
With Webster. 

And then there’s the 17- 


year-old teen-pop titan 
Justin Bieber, nominated 
four times this year. The 
Junos broke many a 
lovesick teenager’s heart 
last year by shutting out the 
formerly mop-topped 
crooner, who still braved 
the stage for an acoustic 
performance of his ubiqui¬ 
tous hit, Baby. 

In the year since, he’s re¬ 
mained atop the pop heap 
while (somehow) building 
his already enormous fol¬ 
lowing and releasing a hit 
3-D movie. He also might 
have modestly increased 
his cred with two Grammy 
nominations and promi¬ 
nent critical plaudits from 
the likes of the New York 
Times.

Zee knows the biz 


They say what comes 
around goes around in 
fashion - and that goes for 
the mistakes, too. 

Joe Zee, creative direc¬ 
tor at Elle magazine, is set¬ 
ting out to right those 
wrongs, though, in a new 
Sundance Channel reality 
show called All On the 
Line.

His caveat, though:

Zee’s other words of 
wisdom for aspiring fash¬ 
ion designers out there: 

-Understand that most 
customers are not models, 


nor are they model-size. 
“You have to see that your 
clothes need life beyond a 
16-year-old who is 5-foot- 
10 and a hundred pounds. 
You need to be able to envi¬ 
sion women of different 
ages and body types wear¬ 
ing your clothes.” 

-On that note, be age-ap¬ 
propriate for your potential 
clients, too.

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Second round for Seda on Treme 

O Pacific veteran plays a venture capitalist looking to make money off hurricane-devastated New Orleans

A crowded nightclub is the 
setting. Ragtime music 
echoes through the 
smolce-filled room. 

Actor Jon Seda walks to¬ 
ward the end of the bar, 
takes a seat and begins a 
shady conversation with a 
city insider about what’s 
happening in post-Katrina 
New Orleans. 

And... cut! 

The room comes alive. 
The crew begins moving 
lights, cameras, cables, 
chairs. Extras sprint from 
one end of the room to the 
other, back to their marks. 

Makeup artists and hair 
stylists move toward Seda 
and his scene-mate, actor 
Dan Zislcie, to remove the 
shine from their faces and 
put stray hairs back in 
place as they prepare for 
another take in season 
two of the HBO series, 
Treme. 

Seda, known for his 
roles in The Pacific and 
Homicide: Life on the 
Street, brings to life a new 
character in Treme: Nel¬ 
son Hidalgo, a venture 


capitalist who comes to 
New Orleans looking to 
help the city rebuild a year 


after the killer storm, 
while helping himself in 
the process. 


“This character is just 
the beauty of David Si¬ 
mon,” said Seda, during a 
recent break in filming. 
“He (Simon) digs deep and 
tells the truth — the good, 
the bad and the ugly.” 

Seda said Hidalgo looks 
to capitalize on an oppor¬ 
tunity, as many people did 
after post-hurricane flood¬ 
ing ravaged New Orleans 
in 2005, and in the end 
comes to love the city and 
all that it has to offer. 

“You know, a lot of 
money came through here 
after the hurricane and 
there are a lot of questions 
left about where that mon¬ 
ey is now. Those are the 
types of stories that 
should be told and that Si¬ 
mon tells so well,” Seda 
said. 

After Katrina, billions of 
dollars in federal aid 
poured in to help the city 
rebuild. An estimated 80 
per cent of New Orleans 
was flooded in the storm’s 
aftermath and for a time 
the city was abandoned. 

Season Two picks up in 


2006 and looks at a period 
in the city when crime 
“came back with a 
vengeance,” said Simon, 
the executive producer 
and co-creator with Eric 
Overmyer of the series 
based on the city’s Treme 
neighbourhood and the 
people who live there. 

“Schools reopened in a 
schizophrenic form, there 
was a lot of discussion 
about land use and urban 
planning and there was a 
lot of gamesmanship 
about where the money 
was and how a lot of the 
money never made it to 
where it was supposed to 
go. These things are the 
backdrop for what these 
characters are experienc¬ 
ing.” 

Simon said this season 
he’s also looking to show¬ 
case some of the emotions 
that ran rampant in the 
city. 

“Everyone thought it 
would be easier,” Simon 
said. “Initially, people 
were living on adrenaline. 
A lot of people were sus¬ 


tained by a sense of mis¬ 
sion, of just physically try¬ 
ing to get back. But once 
they got back ... It got 
harder for people and a lot 
were surprised by that.” 

Seda said he's jazzed to 
be a part of a series that 
chronicles an important 
part of America's history. 

“Katrina was such a 
traumatic event,” he said. 
“But it also is a big part of 
our history. I think what 
happened here can't be 
and shouldn't be forgot¬ 
ten. It's on par with what 
happened to the twin tow¬ 
ers in New York. There's a 
lot to be learned from this. 
I think something great 
comes out of every great 
tragedy and the City of 
New Orleans embodies 
that spirit and 'Treme' 
shows that spirit to the 
world. There's not many 
shows that touch you like 
this one does.” 

Simon has worked with 
Seda before and said his 
portrayal of Hildago is 
spot-on.

More than murder 
in TV’s The Killing 

O AMC’s new drama takes stock of the living after a 
teenager is murdered O Originally a hit in Denmark, 
the show has been adapted for an American audience 


From the first moments of 
The Killing, the mood is 
foreboding. 

The climate for the 
show’s Seattle setting is 
wet. Water plays a key role 
on this series, and you feel 
you could catch cold just 
by watching. But you can’t 
turn away. You’re hooked 
by the simple spectacle of 
ordinary people living 
their lives. 

Then, catching you by 
surprise only by how long 
it takes to confirm, a mur¬ 
der will disrupt the lives of 
eveiyone in sight. 

The Killing, which pre¬ 
mieres April 3 at 9 p.m. ET, 
is the latest entry in AMC’s 
portfolio of original dra¬ 
mas that began, of course, 


with Mad Men four years 
ago and most recently saw 
the wildly popular attack 
last October by The Walk¬ 
ing Dead. 

In keeping with the 
AMC formula of defying 
formulas, The Killing has 
little in common with the 
network’s other dramas 
other than its fierce dis¬ 
tinctiveness. 

This is a whodunit, un¬ 
leashing Homicide Detec¬ 
tive Sarah Linden (series 
star Mireille Enos) and her 
partner Stephen Holder 
(Joel Kinnaman) on a grisly 
case — the drowning mur¬ 
der of Seattle teen Rosie 
Larsen. 

This case will drive the 
narrative at least through 


the first season, which, 
episode by episode, will 
cover 12 consecutive days 
of the investigation. 

But there’s more going 
on than that. 

Rosie’s murder will 
have an explosive impact 
on the mayoral race of 
Seattle City Council Presi¬ 
dent Darren Richmond 
(Billy Campbell), as he be¬ 
comes swept up by the 
crime. His imperiled cam¬ 
paign and political career 
is the show’s second narra¬ 
tive strand. 

A third: the aftershocks 
of the murder on Rosie’s 
parents (played by Michelle 
Forbes and Brent Sexton) 
and two little brothers.

A remarkable thing (and 
there are many) about the 
HBO miniseries Mildred 
Pierce is the way it 
breathes. 

This five-part, five-and-a- 
half-hour adaptation of the 
1941 James M. Cain novel is 
an unhurried period piece 
that sets the viewer down 
in Depression-era Glendale, 
Calif., and into the compli¬ 
cated world of its heroine. 

But even as it inhabits a 
long-ago time and place, it 
also seems to dovetail with 
the current day. Leafy Glen¬ 
dale of 1931 isn’t exactly 
the Dust Bowl, but it, like 
the rest of the country, has 
been slammed by econom¬ 
ic crisis that, for the view¬ 
er, may strike a familiar 
chord. 

Meanwhile, Mildred’s 
plight is magnified: She is 
suddenly a divorcee, forced 
to find work to support her¬ 
self and her two young 
daughters. 

Ambitious and resource¬ 
ful, Mildred will do that and 
then some: She builds a 
restaurant empire. 

But during a saga stretch¬ 
ing nearly a decade, Mil¬ 
dred, despite her business 
successes, will face class 
stigma and a stormy rela¬ 
tionship with her preco¬ 
cious daughter, Veda. 

She will also confront 


her sexual self, exploring 
“aspects of herself she nev¬ 
er knew existed,” in the 
words of Todd Haynes, who 
directed the miniseries and 
co-wrote its script. 

This Mildred Pierce has 
only a nodding acquain¬ 
tance with the much-re¬ 
membered 1945 film, a 
murder whodunit that 
brought its star, Joan Craw¬ 
ford, a best actress Oscar. 

Haynes calls his version 
“an intensely faithful adap¬ 
tation of the novel.” 

Indeed, it feels like a 
gracefully direct translation 
into pictures and sound, 
complete with breathing 
room for the audience “to 
think and to draw connec¬ 
tions yourself,” as he puts 
it. 

Kate Winslet is a marvel 
as Mildred, who is on¬ 
screen nearly eveiy scene as 
she goes through many 
changes and the pressures 
that propel them. 

But Guy Pearce shines in 
a pivotal supporting role as 
dashing man-about-town 
Monty Beragon, with 
whom Mildred shares im¬ 
pulsive romance, then 
much more.

ET, with 
subsequent episodes un¬ 
folding the next two Sun¬ 
days.

• 1 Vi oz sake 

• V 2 oz Hendrick's gin

• 3 cubes diced cucumber 

• Splash of simple syrup 

• Ice cubes 

• 1 cucumber wedge for 
garnish 

Directions 

Place cucumber cubes, 
simple syrup and lime 
juice into martini shaker 
and muddle ingredients. 
Add ice, sake and gin, 
and shake, shake, shake. 
Strain into martini glass; 
garnish with cucumber. 


I use American- 
made Gelckeilcan sake 
($9.45 - $11.29) and 
Hendrick’s gin ($42.95

Cedi still looking 
for his velocity 


It was almost an hour after 
he’d come off the mound, 
but Blue Jays starter Brett 
Cecil was still steaming in 
the locker room. 

Cecil’s workmanlike ef¬ 
fort in a 5-3 loss to the At¬ 
lanta Braves on Thursday 
was undone in a five-run 
fifth, capped by a three-run 
Dan Uggla homer. One bad 
pitch makes little differ¬ 
ence in a spring training 
game. 

But Cecil said afterward 
that he has been struggling 
to find the velocity on his 
two-seam and four-seam 
fastballs. Pitches that gener¬ 
ally top out in the low 90s 
are clocking in at 87 and 88 
m.p.h. this spring. 


“Anybody in the league 
can jump on 87 if it’s elevat¬ 
ed a little bit,” Cecil said dis¬ 
gustedly. 

The 24-year-old said he’s 
suffering no pain or tired¬ 
ness in his arm, but was 
clearly frustrated at being 
unable to locate the me¬ 
chanical cause of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“I’m just going to tiy 
some different things, in 
terms of working out,” Ce¬ 
cil said. He noted that fel¬ 
low starter Ricky Romero 
pointed out that he may be 
gripping the ball too hard, 
trying to overthrow the 
heater. 

“I don’t think anybody’s 
concerned. Shouldn’t be,” 


Cecil said. 

His manager backed him 
on that. 

“I’m not overly con¬ 
cerned,” Jays boss John Far¬ 
rell said.
